Coffee Saloons. 

The coffee room, instead of the beer 
ealoon, asa business investment, is one 
that is occupying some well deserved at- 
tention, It is best to look at the ques- 
tion in the light of a business invest- 
ment and not in any sense as a charity. 
The coffee room was founded originally 
as an offset to the attractions of the beer 
saloon, 

In Liverpool, fourteen years ago, coffee 
taverns were established on a business 
basis at first for sailors. Cheap, good 
food in abundance was proviled, with a 
variety of non-intoxicating drinks. The 
investment never has failed to pay 10 
per cent. 

But it is chiefly as a social center that 
the coffee room is a success. A place 
whero there are brightness, and warmth, 
and merry companions, is likea fountain 
in the desert tothe tired laborer of an 
evening. He wants some place to go 
where he can be entertained. This the 
coffee room furnishes. It is fitted up ar 
tistically and handsomely, Thero is one 
in Liverpool that cost $50,000, and it pays 
dividends some years uf 15 per cent. The 
same company own twenty-three other 
similar houses. One company has sixty- 
three such houses in Liverpool alone, 
The working man has a right to havea 
place which is attractive, where he can 
spend his evenings in cheerful converse- 
tion or social games. Reading rooms 
and dramatic and lecture halls might be 
added in this country. Such saloons 
would pay here as they have done across 
the water. They would furnish the good 
without the evil. Because the saloon, 
with liquor or without, furnishes their 
only social life to large numbers of our 
population.

GROWING FOR MANY SECTIONS. 


Fruit Trees in Front Yarde—How Carefully 
Gelected, Choice, Well Trained Trees 
May Preve Ornamental as Well as 
Profitable. 


Few things in nature are more pleas- 
ing to the eye than well grown fruit 
trees when these are blossoming and 
when carrying a crop of fruit. Why, 
then, when one's purse and the size of 
their estate will not permit of landscape 
gardening, not plan to gain results in 
which utility and beauty go hand in 
hand? Ina word, why not convert the 
front yard into dwarf apple or pear 
plantations? In the accompanying cut— 
re-engraved from Popular Gardening— | 
is shown one of a type of gardens, com- 
mon neat Paris, planted to fruit trees. | 


4 FRONT YARD PLANTED WITH FRUIT 
TREES, 

A mere spot of ground is planted with 
carefully selected and choice trees, 
which, from the beginning, are well 
trained and properly pruned. The result 
is, more fruit and of better quality than 
with ordinary orchard culture, and trees 
80 shapely and graceful that these are, 
of a verity, ornaments. The trees repre- 
sented in the cut, it will be observed, are 
ect in cultivated areas outlined by tile 
edgings. Beneath the trees grow pan- 
sies and other flowers that thrive in 
partial shade. In winter, the graceful 
pyramidal peach and plum troes against | 
the dividing walla or fences look better 
than little gardens arranged otherwise; | 
in spring, there is the beauty of blos- | 
soms, and in autumn the crowning suc: | 
cess—yood fruit. i 

To those who may object to tho stiff | 
effect of tho straight rows and regular | 
plots bordered by tile, shown in the cut, 
it is suggested that the trees be planted | 
at regular intervals and in rows, only as | 
@ border to walks and ecreen to walls or | 


fences. In the body of the yard place | @ 


tho trees to suit the eye, the samo as is | 
done with purely ornamental trees and 
shrubs, In this case the ground may be 
sown to orchard and other grasses that 
thrive in a partial shade. 


Hints in Blackberry Culture. 

If wo interfere too much with tho| 
habits of a plant it will be injured more | 
or less. The blackberry sends a large | 
number of roots near the surface, and | 
these ehould not be cut or broken, as | 
they always are by deep cultivation, 1| 
knew a man who succeeded with the | 
Lawton by piling brush between tho | 
rows every spring and never disturbing 
the ground at all. Avother man of my 
wequaintanco put on a few inches of 
chips and rotten wood from the wood 
yard every spring, and he rarely failed. 
Within a mile of my house a friend has 
the Lawton growing along a fence where 
the prrass grows up among the canes, 
aud he usually has aecrop. A plan that 
la vory extensively practiced in the west 
is to give the new plantation clean cul- 
ture the first year and seod to clover the 
second spring, This makes its growth 
before the berries are formed, and it 
draws lightly on the soil in the summer, | 
When the berries need all the moisture, 
Itprevents alate growth of the eanes 
and causes then to ripen thoroughly, 
The fruit is always clean, and thero is no 
wrowth of weeds. L should think that 
With pretty close pruning this method

It was 
not necessary, therefore, to continue the 
experiment asy longer, and besides there 
was danger tlat the Englishman perceiv- 
ing that his aatagonist did not appear to 
be affected by his fire, would approach 
Closer and endeavor to ram her. This 
was to be avdded, for the Scarabaus 
was a much larger vessel than Repeller 
No. 1, and able to run into the latter and 
sink her by mere preponderance of 
weight. 

It was, therefore, decided to now test | 
the powers of the crabs. Signals were 
made from Repeller No. 1 to Crab A, 
which had been lying with the larger 
vessel between itandtheenemy. These 
signals were made by jetaof dense black 
smoke, which were ejected from a small 
pipe on the repeller. These slender col- 
umns of smoke preserved their cylindri- 
cal forms for some moments, and were 


visible at @ great distance by day or , 


night, being illuminated in tho latter 
case by electric light. The length and 
frequency of these jets were regulated 
by an instrument in the director's room, 

us, by means of long and short puffs, 
with the proper use of intervals, a mes- , 
sage could be projected into the air as a 
instrument would mark it 
upon paper. 

In thie manner Crab A was ordered to 
immediately proceed to the attack of 
the Scarabwus. The almost submerged 
veanel steamed rapidly from behind her

When the latter vessel perceived the | 


approach of this turtle backed object, 
squirting little jets of black amvuke as she 
replied to the orders from the repeller, 
there was great amazement on board.

in the least interfering with its progress, 

Crab A soon came so near the Seara- 
baeus that it was impossible to depresa 
the guns of the latter so as to strike her, 
The great vessel was, therefore headed 
toward its assailant, and under a full 
head of steam dashed directly at it to 
runitdown., But thecrab could turnas 
Upon a pivot, and shooting to one side 
allowed thesurging man-of-war to pasa it. 

Perceiving instantly that it would be 
dificult to strike this nimble and almost 
submerged adversary, the commander of 
the Searabeus thought it well to let it 
ilone for the present, and to bear down 
Withall speed upon the repeller, But it 
Was easion to hit the erab than to leave 
itbehind. It wase ypuiblo of great speed, 
and, following the British vessel, it 
quickly came up with her, 

The course of the Scarabwus was in- 
stantly chansed, and every effort was 
made to get the vessel Into a position to 
run down the crab, But this was not 
easy for so barge a ship, and Crab A 
secmued to have no diticuley in kee ping 
close to her Blern,

opened it dropped to leeward and hung 
dangling by one chain. 

Again the forceps opened wide; again 
there was a rush, and this time the huge 
jaws closed upon the rapidly revolving 
ecrew propeller. There was a tremen- 
dous crash, and the small but massive 
crab turned over so far thut for an in- 
stant one of its sides was plainly visible 


' above the water, The blades of the pre- 


peller were crushed and shivered; those 
arts of the steamer’s engines connect- 
fi with the propeller shaft were snapped 
and rent apart, while the propeller shaft 
itself was broken by tite violent stop- 
ec. 
Pthe crab, which had quickly righted, 
now backed, still holding the crushed 
propeller in its iron grasp, and as it 
moved away from the Scarabzus, it ex- 
tracted about forty feet of its propeller 
shaft; then, opening ite massive jaws, 
it allowed the useless mass of iron to 
drop to the bottom of the sea, 

Every man on board the Scaraberus 
was wild with amazement and excite- 
ment. Few could comprehend what 
had happened, but this very quickly be 
came evident. So far as motive power 
was concerned, the Scarabeus was to 
tally disabled. She could not direct her 
course, for her rudder was gone; ber 
propeller was gone; her engines were 
useless, and she could do no more than 
float as wind or tide might move her. 
Moreover, there was a jagged hole in her 
stern where the shaft had been, and 
through this the water was pouring into 
the vessel. Asa man-of-war the Scara- 
bwus was worthless. 

Orders now came fast from Repeller 
No. 1, which had moved nearer to the 
ecene of conflict. It was to be supposed 
that the disabled ship was properly fur- 
nished with bulkheads, so that the water 
would penetrate no farther than the 
stern compartment, and that, therefore, 
she was in no danger of sinking. Crab 


A was ordered to make fast to the bow | 
lof the Scarabeerus, and tow her toward 


two men-of-war who were rapidly ap 
proaching from the harbor.

| When Crab B made ite appearance, 
| pufling its little black jets of smoke as 
it answered the signals of the director-in- 
chief, the commanders of the two Brit- 
ish vessels were surprised. They had 
imagined that there was only one of 
these strange and terrible enemies, and 
had supposed that she would be afraid to 
make her peculiar attack upon one of 
them, because while doing so she would 
expose herself to the danger of being run 
down by the other. But the presence of 
two of these almost submer;ed engines of 
destruction entirely changed the situa 
tion. 

But the commanders of the Sritiah 
ships were brave mon. They hadstarted 
torun down thestraugely armored Amer 
ican crait,and run her down they would, 
if they could. They put on more steanm 
and went ahead ut greater speed. Ju 
such a furious onslaught the crabs mighs 
not dare to attack them. 

But they did not understand the na- 
ture nor the powers of these enemies. 
In less than twenty minutes Crab A had 
laid hold of one of the men-of-war, and 
Crab B of the other. The rudders of 
both were shattered and turn away; and 
while the blades of one propeller were 
crushed to pieces, the other, with nearly 
half its shaft, wasdrawn out and dropped 
into the ovean. Helplessly the two men- 
of-war rose and fell upon the waves. 

In obedience to orders from the re 
peller, each crab took hold of one of the 
disabled vessels and towed it near the 
mouth of the harbor, where it was left 

The city was now in astate of feverish 
excitement, which was intensified by the 
fact that a majority of the people did nos 
understand what had happened, while 
those to whom this had been made plain 
could not comprehend why such a thing 
should have been allowed to happen. 
Threo of her majesty's ships of war, 
equipped and ready for action, had sailed 
out of the harbor, and an apparently in- 
significant enemy, without firing a gun, 
had put them into such a condition thas 
they were utterly unfit for service and 
must be towed into a dry dock. How 
could the government, the municipality, 
the army, or the navy, explain this? 

The anxiety, the excitement, tle nes- 

vous desire to know what had happened, 
and what might beexpected next, spread 
, that evening to every part of the Dumin- 
| jon reached by telegraph. 
| The military authorities in charge of 
, the defenses of the city were as much 
disturbed and amazed by what had hap- 
pened as any civilian could possibly be, 
utthey had no fears for the safety of 
the place, for the enemy's vessels could 
‘mot possibly enter, nor even approach, 
| the harbor. The fortifications on the 
| heights mounted guns much heavier than 
| those on the men-of-war, and shots from 
these fired from an elevation might sink 
even those ‘under water devils.” But, 
more than on the forts, they relied upon 
their admirable system of torpedoes and 
submarine batteries. With these in po 
sition and ready for action, as they now 
were, it was impossible for gn enemy's 
vessel, floating on the water, or under it, 
to enter the harbor without certain de 
Btruction, 

Bulletins to this effect were posted tn 
the city, and somewhat allayed the popu 
Jar anxiety, although many people whe 
were feartulof what might happen next, 
loft by the evening trains for the interior 
That night the news of this extraordinary 
affair was cabled to Lurope, and thence 
back to the United States, and all over 
the world. In many quarters the ac 
count was disbelieved, and in no quart@r 
was it thorourhly unde rstood, for ab 
mist be borne in mind that the methods 
of operation employed by the crabs were 
not evident even to those on board the 
disabled vessels, Dut everywhere there 
Wis the preatert desire to know what 
would be done next, 


It was the general opinion that the two 
armored vessels were merely tenders
